Gary Seldomridge, Professor of Mathematics, is originally from Ronceverte, WV. 
He received a BS Mathematics degree from Davis and Elkins College in 1972, a MA 
Mathematics degree from WVU in 1974, and a PH.D. Mathematics degree from 
WVU in 1992. 


His honors include the WV Council of Teachers of Mathematics 2010 College 
Teacher of the Year and the 2012 Outstanding Service Award. He is the web mas- 
ter and member of the Executive Committee of WV Council of Teachers of Mathe- 
matics. 


Gary and wife Debbie have a daughter Sarah, and a son and daughter-in-law Daniel 
and April. 


Gary listed his hobby as—-teaching mathematics. 


In addition to publishing a couple of scholarly articles, he has authored and co- 
authored four books and is currently working on a fifth book. He has presented 
math topics to all levels from elementary students to an international conference in 
Continuum Theory. In 1992 he was the first person in almost 50 years to receive a 
Ph.D. in mathematics from WVU. Gary designed and directed the first two Gover- 
nor’s Middle Schools for Science and Mathematics at WVU and developed curricu- 
lum and software being used by teachers over the entire state and beyond.

She began her employment at PSC as a Lecturer in English 101 and English 102 
from 1987-1991, became the Interim Housing Coordinator in 1989, Director of 
Residence Life from 1995-2001, and in 2001 to present she works as a Financial 
Aid Counselor Ill. She was the PSC representative to the Advisory Council of 
Classified Employees to the University System of West Virginia from 1987-1995, 
a member of the Institutional Board of Advisors for Potomac State College from 


1996-2005, and served as the Alumni Activities Coordinator from! 997-2002. 


Rebecca's family includes her son Lincoln H Wilkins, Jr., Ph.D., spouse Amanda, 
and grandson Andrew and her daughter Stephan Jones, spouse John, and grand- 


daughters Jacqueline and Jennifer.
